The blue-ribbon lunatics of the French 
revolution are entitled to the honors 
su to speak, of originating flat cum 
rency. They tried it with a vengeance. 
They were just the right kind of fel- 
lows to turn to such an absurd scheme 
for relief. They began the business by 
putting out $80,000 000 of assignats, 
based upon the church and crown 
property that they had confiscated. As 
their necessities became more pressing 
they issued more assignats. In the 
course of two years the volume of this 
ready-made fiat money has increased 
to $755, 200,000. Its purchare 
ing power fell, of course, in 
corresponding proportion, and an ef. 
fort was made in 1794 to reduce the 
amount in circulation; but the urgent 
needs of the government induced the 
assembly to soon order the pressés set 
in motion again. This went on until 
over $1,300,000,000 of absolute money 
was put in circulation. What were the 
effects? The assignats went down and 
down until they were only worth the 
thirty thousandth part of their nominal 
value. Long before the end was 
reached bankruptcy and bread riots be- 
came the chief events of the day. 
Hackney coachmen increased their 
fares until they charged six thou- 
sand livres; bread was sold 
at $4 50a pound. In 1796, the assign- 
ats became valueless, and mandates 
were issued, exchangeable directly fo 
land, at the will of the holders, on de 
mand. In afew months the mandates 
were as valueless as the assignats, and 
onthe 16th of July, 1797, the whole 
system was demolished with a blow. 
This ended the first and last trial in the 
| civilized world of fiat money—of'a cur- 
rency issued regardless of the wante of 
trade. 

These assignats were iegal-tonders of 
the strongest kind. They were flats 
with the penitentiary in the back» 
ground. On the llth of April, 1793, 
the convention de creed six years’ im · 
prisonment in chains to any one who 
bought or sold assignats for any sum

Peaches, grapes and melons are well 
enough in their way, but there is a proper way 
to use them. Over-eating of fruit is a most haz- 
ardous exploit.“ 

A BAFT OF THE UNRIPE. 

„What next?” 

„Well, 1 should say a selection of ripe fruit. 
I really think that two-thirds of the 
fruit offered for tale in our streets is 
unit for eating purposes. Where the fruit 
is even ripe itis often steaming hot and un- 
healthy. The people should be ex remely care- 
ful to select the freshest and most matured fruit 
and then not gorge themselves upon it.“ 

“You do not apprehend any serious conse- 
quences ?”’ 

“No. The complaints are of the common 
order and give way promptly to simple treat- 
ment, but stil! much trouble and possibly some 
deaths might be ayoided by the people looking 
weil to the consumption of fruitin their fami- 
lies. 

We haye heard oi several serious cases of 
sickness originating {rom over-eeting of fruit. 
while there ie noice in the city with which to 
kecp fruit cool the caution to buyers and de- 
vourers is opportune. In fact the best prevent- 
ive of such sickness lies in the moderation with 
which they are eater.
